


Council refuses to form expo commission 


‘Upland City Council has refused to 

form a commission to facilitate 
communication with the organizers 
of the world’s fair proposed for 
Ontario Motor Speedway. 
“At the Dec. 6 council Mayor 
orge Gibson presented the 
ission proposal at the request 
Expo 81 promoters-and noted that 
ommission was intended to 
romote ‘‘two-way communi- 
ation.”’ 

“I personally haven’: had any 
communication. I don’t see how it 
can be two-way,’’ commended 
Councilwoman Ina Petokas in 







opposing formulation of the 
commission. 

She said the expo organizers have 
given the city ‘‘only mandates, not 
communication” and have not been 
cooperative in releasing informa- 
tion. 

Noting that an environmental 
study of the proposed fair was not 
released until recently, councilman 
Bill Bottin added, ‘“‘They tell us only 
what they want us to know.” 

An Upland commission should 
only be formed if the city has actual 
involvement in the world’s fair, said 
Councilwoman Petokas who has 


previously opposed the fair as a 
burden for public services such as 
water, fire and police. 

Gibson noted ‘reservations con- 
cerning Expo 81"’ in a letter to 
Richard Pittenger, president of the 
Expo 81 Corp. 


Pittenger had thanked Gibson for 
supporting the exposition, but 
Gibson said in a reply, ‘I have not 
endorsed it. While I am anxious to 
cooperate with the city of Ontario in 


matters of mutual interest, I do 
have reservations concerning Expo 
81 and feel there would be 


disadvantages to the city of 
Upland.” 

The council previously refused to 
officially support the fair because of 
questions about impact on services 
and air pollution and because of lack 
of information. 

Councilman Hal Bailin previously 
had criticized the council for not 
giving nominal approval to the fair 
and said that additional information 
would be available as the proposal 
was put together. 

Bailin said the _ local 
unemployment rate is enough 
reason to at least consider the fair 


which could stimulate the West End 
economy. 

The Upland Chamber of 
Commerce has voted official 
Support for the fair becase of the 
long-term effects of the exposition. 
The exposition would help West End 
service businesses, adding to sales 
tax revenues and reducing the high 
rate of unemployment, the board 
members said. 


In reaching the decision, the board . 


also considered the community’s 

responsibility to a neighboring city, 

according to a board staternent. 
The exposition has been approved 


by the international board but has 
not yet received presidential ap- 
proval. 


Most local cities are worried 
about possible costs of the fair — 
especially in the tight financial 
situation faced by cities and 
citizens. 

City officials have feared the 
exposition would require direct 
subsidies and would generate 
indirect costs through increased fire 
and police protection as well as 
water and sewer service without 
decreasing local unemployment.

Home repair help 
offered in Upland 


Elderly and disabled homeowners 
in Upland may now get help from 
the county’s Office of Community 
Development to make minor home 
repairs. 

Grants in the form of labor and 
materials, made possible through 
federal funds under the 1974 Housing 
and Community Development Act, 
will enable homeowners to make 
repairs which do not require 
issuance of building permits. 

The maximum grant for repairs 
on any home will be $750. About 
$91,800 will be available in Upland 
through June 30 for the home repair 
program. 

Repairs will be made by teams of 
craftsmen and youth trainees. 
Repairs may include painting, 
replacement of doors and windows 
and minor plumbing work. 

To qualify for the grants, an 
applicant must: 

—Be a resident homeowner in 
Upland for at least one year. 

—Be at least 60 or disabled. 

—Have a total family income of 
not more than $6,000 (for a one- 
person household) to $11,950 (for a 
household of eight or more people). 
The total should include all sources 
of income and all members of a 
household. 

Most low-income senior citizens 
will qualify because eligibility is 
based on net income, after 
allowable deductions.

The $91,800 available for the 
program in Upland is part of the 
city’s allocation of federal 
community development funds to be 
spent during the year which began 
July 1. 

The county’s Office of Community 
Development, which will administer 
the home repair program in Upland, 
operates a similar program in 
Cucamonga. The county and Ontario 
city government jointly run a repair 
program. 

Applications for the home repair 
program are available from the

Housing’*Authority office, 1248 N. 
Campus Ave.

Employes ok 
5% pay raise 


Upland’s miscellaneous employes 
have voted to accept a 5 per cent pay 
raise rather than striking for a 6.8 
per cent raise. 

The employes earlier had voted 
39-25 to strike, but the narrow 
margin and the number of employes 
who did not vote caused a second 
vote by mail. 

The number of employes voting to 
accept the 5 per cent raise was not 
revealed, but union representative 
said employes accepted the city’s 
offer by ‘‘a slight majority.” 

The local union chapter includes 
80 members and represents mainly 
clerical and maintenance workers. 


broken by one of Mrs. Markley’s 
grandchildren. The high cost of 
replacing the broken foot convinced 
her to make the replacement 
herself. 

How does a person go about 
maxing dolls? ‘“‘You get a book — 
and learn from your mistakes,” she 
said noting that a doll maker can’t 
learn ‘‘all the angles” from a book. 

One of Mrs. Markley’s first apple- 
head doll owes its personality to one 
of those mistakes. Carmelita is an 
elderly Mexican woman, dressed in 
an orange-print dress. The doll’s 
identity — and accompanying ‘“‘life 
story’? — resulted from the 
darkened color of the apple face. 

Since then Mrs. Markley has 
learned that the apples must be 
dipped into lemon juice so the doll’s 
face will remain a light color. 

The apples take several weeks to 
dry enough to form a doll’s head, she 
said noting that Golden Delicious, 
Rome Beauty, and Pippin varieties 
make the best heads. 

She waits until the apple is dried 
enough to have an expression (and 
helps a little by ‘‘pinching, pressing 
and poking’ while the apple is 
drying). Then Mrs. Markley 
“‘sculptures”’ the nose, eyes, mouth, 
chin and ears with a steel-bladed 
paring knife. 

Beans or beads become eyes; 
beads, rice grains or toothpick 
pieces are teeth; cotton or hemp 
turns into hair, and felt pen and 
rouge are used for the major 
features. 

Each doll’s body is formed from 
copper wire, which can be bent into 
any position, and is padded and then 
dressed appropriately. 

How does a doll maker decide how 
to dress a doll and what props to 
make for it? 

“One thing leads to another,” 
Mrs. Markley said noting that the 
facial expression usually 
determines what she portrays the 
doll doing, but clothing is 
determined mostly by what scraps 
are available. 

Working from expressions, she 
has created a pair of ‘‘gossiping”’ 
women, an avid checkers player, an 
older man singing love songs to his 
ill wife, a lonely woman hoping 
someone will join her for tea, and 
Colonel Sanders of Southern Fried 
Chicken fame. 


Another pair of dolls show the 


Markleys’ farm background. 
Amanda, dressed to the teeth in a 
feathered hat, can’t get her husband 
to give up his striped farmer shirt 
and slippers for fancier clothes. 


Amanda would like to rise in 
society, Mrs. Markley explained, 
but her husband’s browbeaten 
expression shows he’d rather stay a 
farmer. Amanda will succeed in 
getting him to wear the hat and 
cane, but he’ll never give up his 
work shirt, Mrs. Markley predicted. 


Clothing must be created as 
carefully as the doll and takes as 
long to make as a full-sized dress, 
Mrs. Markley said noting the tiny 
clothing requires intricate work. 

The dolls are dressed in frilly 
underclothing as well as dresses, 
aprons and bonnets, or shirts and 
pants. 


Colonel Sanders’ white suit is 
completely lined, and each doll has 
tiny buttons, necklaces, and 
spectacles to complete the picture. 

They sit in rocking chairs, on 
benches, and at tables made 
especially for them and can be 
accompanied by little silver poodles 
made of cockleburrs glued together 
and sprayed silver. 

The hobby grew little by little as 
she had more time after retiring as 
a licensed vocational nurse. Hobbies 
such as doll making are a ‘‘defense 
mechanism to keep busy and not 
worry about the things that bother 
us,”’ she said. 

And the proceeds from the dolls 
she sells allow her to contribute to 
special causes she couldn’t afford on 
a limited retirement income. 

Donations to Campus Crusade for 
Christ, Teen Challenge and 
American Bible Society as well as to 
Brethren in Christ Church of Upland 
have all come from her hobby. 

In addition she has demonstrated 
her craft for small groups, but has 
never exhibited her work officially. 
Fair exhibits and competition are 
not worth the ‘‘hassle,”’ she said and 
noted she is not looking for 
publicity. 

She obviously enjoys showing her 
ceramic, apple-head, and cornhusk 
dolls, and telling about their life 
stories and personalities. And others 
enjoy seeing them. Of all her dolls, 
the one people like best ‘‘is the one 
they hold themselves,’’ Mrs. 
Markley said.

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$6 million slated for county 
in development funds

THe supervisors held a public 
hearing on the county‘s community 
development plan for 1977-78, which 
affects mainly unincorporated 
areas \in the West End. 


Twot million dollars will be 
available during 1977-78 for housing 


including Cucamonga and 
Etiwanda. 

The supervisors heard a request 
from the City of Upland Monday 
that a policy be changed in the plan 
to allow use of the federal funds for 
projects not necessarily tied to 
neighborhoods of low-to-moderate- 
income families. 

However, Ann Siracusa, director 
of the county’s Office of Community 
Development, said the policy of 
using the funds in low-to-moderate- 
income neighborhoods is a 
requirement of federal law. 


about $1.2 million will be spent for 
low-interest home repair and sewer 
hook-up loans and senior citizen 
home repair grants, part of the 
housing assistance portion of the 
community development plan. 

Under the housing assistance 
element, there. is a program to 
demolish or rehabilitate dilapidated 
structures.

If you are an outdoor 
enthusiast who likes to ski, 
hike, fish or camp during 
the winter months, you 
Should be aware of the 
possible result of exposure 
to the elements a condition 
called hypothermia. 

It is not necessary to be in 
freezing weather to risk 
death from hypothermia. It 
can occur in temperatures 
between 30 and 50 degrees, 
particularly when the cold 
is accompanied by wetness, 
wind and exhaustion. 

One of the most sinister 
things about hypothermia is 
that its victims may not 
know what is happening to 
them until it is too late. As 
the inner core of the human 
body gets progressively 
chilled, there is both mental 
and physical collapse. 
Hypothermia usually starts 
with an attack 
followed by slow, slurred 


speech and memory lapses.

exhaustion and drowsiness. 
Although the victim may 
deny that anything is 
wrong, he or she is in need 
of immediate rescue. 

To prevent such a crisis, 


there are a number of 5 


precautions that you, as an 
outdoor recreationist, 
should observe. 

Fortify yourself with 
nourishing food before 
starting out and carry 
snacks to use as boosters 
for energy as the weather 
gets bad. 


Wear woolen rather than } 
long wool | 


cotton clothing — 
pants and sweater plus a 
knit cap that will protect 
your neck and chin. 
Because wetness in 
combination with cold is 
particularly threatening, 
the cold weather camper 
should have rainclothes that 
protect against wind-driven 
rain. The rainwear should 
cover head, neck, body and 
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legs; a poncho offers little 
protection in wind. 
Polyurethane - covered 
nylon has proven to provide 
the best protection. Your 
tent should be storm-proof. 

If you do not have a gas 
stove, be prepared to build 
a fire with a reliable fire- 
starter, such as a plumber’s 
candle or flammable paste. 

If you find yourself in a 
situation where you cannot 
stay dry and warm, give up 
the expedition. Make camp 
while you still have enough 
energy and judgment to do 
it properly. Build a fire,

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make your camp as secure 
as possible and start 
treating any member of 
your party who shows the 
slightest symptoms of 
hypothermia. 

Until you can get medical 
attention for a victim of 
hypothermia, follow these 
life-saving measures: 

.—Get the victim out of 
the wind and rain and gently 
strip off all his or her wet 
clothes. 

—If the victim still seems 
fully conscious, you can 
often forestall the 
progression of hypo- 
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thermia by giving warm 
drinks, getting the person 
into dry clothes and a warm 
sleeping bag. You can aid in 
restoring the body heat by 
applying well wrapped 
warm rocks. 

--If the victim is losing 
consciousness, try to keep 
him or her awake. Put the 
victim in a sleeping bag 


with another person who is 
also stripped. If you have a 
double bag, put the victim 
between two warmth 
donors. Skin-to-skin contact 
is an extremely effective 
treatment for hypothermia.

Refuge centers important 


Dear Anita, 

I have been reading about 
retuge centers for women 
who dre beaten by their 
husbands. I have gone 
through this experience 
three times. Many times I 
have wanted to go to a 
motel but had no money. 
Once, in a hospital, I met 
several other women 
suffering from such abuse, 
We all need a place to go so 
we wouldn't have to take 
this - then maybe our 
husbands would stop and 
think. I hope this letter will 
help get more refuge 
centers started, for wives 
and their children.

Dear M.P., 

We appreciate your 
letter. We know that for 
every case of abuse we hear 
about, there are another 10 
who keep this problem in 


hiding. 

The Michigan 
Commission on the Status 
of Women, which just 


concluded hearings in five 
cities, heard women testify 
that law enforcement 
officials offer little 
assistance to women who 
are assaulted, that 
injunctive orders are not 
enforced, and that 
prosecutors are reluctant to 
issue warrants against men 
who assault women in their 
homes. 

in California, about one 
third of female homicides 
are committed by spouses. 
Again, police arrests are 
low and wives are reluctant 
or afraid to press charges. 
This is considered the single 
most unreported crime in 
the state. 

The picture is growing 
brighter, however, as many 
states such as Michigan and 
California begin to 
recognize and deal with the 
problem. State 
commissions throughout 
the nation are spear - 
heading studies of the 
extent of the crime.

Toy safety crucial 


Toy safety is always in 
season but it is crucial dur- 
ing the holiday season 

Parents bear the respon- 
sibility for protecting their 
children from unsafe toys 
and it is their obligation to 
choose toys carefully, ac 
cording to the Cucamonga - 
Alta Loma Junior Women’s 
Club. 

‘“‘We, along with the Con- 
sumer Products Safety 
Commission, would like to 
avise parents selecting toys 
to consider the size and age 
of each child, plus the 
child’s dexterity, strength 
and maturity,’ said a club 
spokeswoman. 

A toy, safe for one 
child, may not be safe in the 
hands of a less skillful, 


younger child,’’ she 
emphasized. 
‘““Also,’’ she added, “‘it is 


not only what you buy but 
how much supervision is 
needed after you buy.”’ 

The Juniors have offered 
the following tips for 
purchasing toys at Christ- 
mas 

Before you buy 
Choose only toys ap- 


Fictitious name 


propriate for the child’s age 
and development. Many 
toys now have age group 
labels on the package. 

Look for warning labels 
on toys, such as ‘‘Not in- 
tended for children under 3 
years of age.’’ Remember 
that young children may be 
able to get their hands on 
toys designed for their older 
brothers and sisters once 
the toy has been brought 
home 

Certain toys should be 
bought only for older, 
mature children. These toys 
include chemistry sets and 
electrically - operated toys, 
particularly those produc- 
ing heat. 

Check fabrics for ‘‘non- 
flammable,’ ‘‘flame- 
retardant,” or ‘‘flame- 
resistant’’ labels. Other 
labels to look for are 
‘washable’ and ‘‘hygenic 
materials’ notices on stuff- 
ed toys and dolls. 

Do not buy toys such as 
shooting games, especially 
those involved with darts 
and arrows, unless they will 
be played ONLY under 
parental supervision. Avoid 


statements due 


Thousands of California 
business owners stand to 
lose certain legal rights at 
the end of this year if they 
fail to comply with a state 
law enacted in 1971. 


The iaw requires all 
pers who operate 
busiaesses under a 


ficlitious name to publicly 
identify themselves by 
filing a fictitious name 
Statement with their county 
clerk and publishing the 
statement in a qualified 
newspaper of general 
circulation. 

In addition, the law 
requires every business 
owner to refile a new 
statement with the county 
clerk at five-year intervals. 
If the information on the 
refiled statement differs 
from that of the previous 
statement, the owner must 
also re-publish his or her 
statement in a newspaper 
which, according to the law 
should be circulated in the 
area where the business is 
conducted. The final month 
for refiling of statements 
first filed in 1971 is 
December, 1976 

Business owners who do 
not keep their fictitious 
business name statement in 
effect may not maintain 
court actions upon or 
account of any contract 
made, or transaction had, in 
the fictitious business 
name. 

Furthermore, the law 
establishes a rebuttable 
presumption in favor of the 
first person to file a 


Tax hints 


fictitious business name 
statement that such person 
has the exclusive right to 
use aS a trade name that 
fictitious business name, as 
well as any confusingly 
similar trade name, in the 
county in which the 
statement is filed. This 
benefit is lost if the 
fictitious business name 
statement is permitted to 
expire at the end of the five- 
year period. 

It is suggested that 
business owners promptly 
consult with their attorneys 
if they have any question 
concerning compliance with 
these new requirements. 

Bonita Publications, 
which publishes five 
adjudicated weekly 
newspapers, will make all 
necessary filing and 
publication forms available 
at its office as a service to 
local business owners and 
attorneys. In addition 
Bonita will accept fictitious 
business name statements 
for filing or refiling at its 
office and will arrange to 
have these staternents filed 
at the office of the county 
clerk 

Through its affiliation 
with the California 
Newspaper Service Bureau 
Inc., a statewide public 
notice clearinghouse, 
Bonita can also arrange for 
necessary filing and 
publication in all other 
cities and counties 
throughout California. For

Be sure 
that instructions accom- 
panying toys are easy to 
read and understand 
Supervise the play of 
younger children. There is 
no substitute for parental 
interest and supervision 
Rmemeber that any toy can 
be dangerous if misused 
Check your children’s 
toys periodically. They may 
develop potential hazards 
such as sharp points, jagged 
edges, or loose small parts 
Don't leave indoor toys 
outdoors overnight 
Moisture can damage them 
Check outdoor toys and 
games also for potential 


hazards. Rmember that 
rusting can weaken metal 
parts. 


For the very young 
When choosing a toy for 


an infant or small child, 
select one that: 
Is too large to be swallow- 


Does not have detachable 
small parts that can lodge 
in the windpipe, ears, or 
nostrils. 

Is not apt to break easily 
into small pieces or leave 
jagged edges. 

Does not have sharp 
edges or points. 

Has not been put together 
with straight pines, sharp 
wires, nails, etc., that 
might be easily exposed. 

Is not made of glass or 
brittle plastic 

Is labled ‘‘non-toxic.”’ 
Avoid painted boys for in- 
fants who put play things in 
their mouths. 

Does not have parts that 
can pinch fingers or toes, or 
catch hair 

Does not have cords or 
strings over 12 inches in 
length

INTERIM ORDINANCE 
PROHIBITNG CERTAIN USES 
WHICH MAY BE IN CONFLICT 
WITH THE CONTEMPLATED 

ZONING PROPOSAL 

The City Council of the City of 
Upland does ordain as follows 

SECTION 1. It is hereby found 
and determined that it is urgent and 
necessary to restudy the uses 
permitted in the areas designated 
hereinafter for the immediate 
preservation of the public peace, 
health and safety. 

SECTION 2. The area to be 
restudied is more particularly 
described hereinafter as follows: 

All vacant R-3 zoned properties 
located between the AT&SF 
Railroad right-of-way on the South 
and Pacific Electric Railroad right- 
of-way on the North extending 
between Euclid Avenue on the East 
and San Antonio Avenue on the 
West 

SECTION 3. Any multiple family 
use or development such as a 
subdivision, record of survey, site 
plan review or issuance of building 
permit or business license shall not 
be approved in the area specified 
above without first obtaining the 
approval of the City Council 

SECTION 4. No change in the use 
of the area designated above shall 
be made without first obtaining the 
approval of the City Council. 

SECTION 5. The above 
requirements contained in Section 
1, 2, 3 and 4 shall apply only until 
hearings proposed by the City 
Council relative to the uses 
permitted in the area have been 
completed and a final ordinance is 
adopted regulating the land use in 
Said area; however, in no event 
shall this interim ordinance have 
any force or effect for more than 
sixty (60) days from the date of its 
adoption unless the effect of the 
ordinance is extended in pursuance 
to Section 65858 of the Government 
Code of the State of California 

SECTION 6. The provisions of the 
Upland Municipal Code in conflict 
herewith as the same might apply 
to the subject area described in 
Section 2 of this ordinance shal! be 
suspended during the term of this 
ordinance.
